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Unit Proponents 
Resort to Threats 


The most vicious of all the implied 
threats of retaliation against the people 
of Georgia if they fail to approve 
Amendment No. 1 to the state Consti- 
tution in November was voiced by 
Attorney General Eugene Cook in an 
address to the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs last Thursday. 

Since he is taking a leading role in 
arguing the case for this administra- 
tion-sponsored measure, his words may 
be taken as an administration threat to 
effectively disfranchise additional thou- 
sands of Georgia voters unless they 
accept this bid for one-party rule by a 
one-faction party. 

Arguing that the amendment, if ap- 
proved, would perpetuate the present 
unit -apportionment formula in the 
primaries, Mr. Cook said that there is 
no such assurance that such would be 
the case unless the amendment is 
passed. 

He implied that the Georgia legisla- 
ture might revise the election laws to 
give the present four and six-unit 
counties even less voice than they have 
now in the choosing of state officials. 


The attorney general effectively 
exploded the argument, too, that pro- 
ponents of the amendment have used 
—that it does not write the unit system 
into the Constitution. Actually its effect 
is to write the system into the general 
election by subtérfuge, admitted by Mr. 
Cook in these words: 

“The adoption of this amendment 
would give protection to the present 
statutory apportionment formula for 
computing unit votes.” 

The unit systent in the primaries is 
unjust enough now, but to make it 
even more so is unthinkable. To what 
lengths will the present leadership of 
the Democratic Party in Georgia go to 
perpetuate its power? 

We cannot conceive of the sisinte of 
this state voting, away their right to 
vote for whatever candidate they please 
in a free general election. Parties may 
make their own rules for their pri- 
maries, but when they seek-to make 
these rules the law of the land in the 
general election, the right of a citizen 
to vote as he wishes is threatened as 
“never before in this state. 

If the people approve this amend- 
ment they will have blocked the de- 
velopment of a second party in the 
state perhaps forever. They will ex- 


clude from the general election ballot | 


independent and “write-in candidates. 
They will have handed over complete 
control of the election machinery to one 
faction of one party, setting up a self- 
perpetuating political machine that 
would have Georgia and her people at 
its mercy for the foreseeable future. 

Once harnessed with this amend- 
ment and with complete control in the 
hands of one faction, it would become 
next to impossible to remove this fac- 
sion from power. The way would ‘be 
open to absolute dictatorship. 

Threats or no threats, the people 
of Georgia must go to the polls on 
November 4 and again secure their 
rights to political freedom through de- 
feating this amendment or face the 
consequences of permanent machine 
rule.

The Kremlin Has Paid 


Kennan a Compliment 


Russia's demand that U. S. Ambas- 
sador George F. Kennan be recalled 
from pee vee as “persona non grata” 
to the Soviet government should not 
have been too much of a surprise. 

In fact, it is a type of tribute in that 
it indicates that Mr. Kennan was doing 
his job too well. He did make the un- 
fortunate mistake of uttering the truth 
about the Russian Communist govern- 
ment, providing them with the excuse 
to ask for his recall. That is the only 
really regrettable thing about the whole 
affair. 

As one of the State déepartment’s 
foremost authorities on Russia—he has 
made a stutly of Russia and commu- 
nism his lifetime work—Mr. Kennan 
was responsible for much of the plan- 
ning that thwarted Russian designs on 
the free world. He is given credit for 
‘having engineered the containment pol- 


icy that has frystrated Kremlin designs. 


in every part of the globe. 

The wonder of it is that they ac- 
cepted him as ambassador in the first 
place. 

Considering the treatment of Amer- 
ican envoys in Moscow, Mr. Kennan’s 
Berlin remarks were an _ understate- 
ment. He said, “Had the Nazis per- 
mitted us to walk the streets without 
the right to talk to any Germans, that 
would be exactly how we have to live 
today (in Moscow).” For telling this 
truth, the Kremlin is infuriated. 

- ‘Jt is the same ‘tory that. our envoys 


to Russia have brought back since dip- 
lomatic relations were resumed. They 
are isolated, spied upon, and are with- 
out freedom of action. They are treated 
more as prisoners than as diplomatic 
representatives. 

But the Kremlin cannot stand y i 
truth. The entire Communist heirarchy 


would collapse like a stack of cards if 


the truth were permitted for their own 
people and if the truth about internal 
Russia could be revealed to the world.

Gen. Smith Clarifies 
A Misunderstanding 


We were pleased to have Gen. Bedell 
Smith clarify his remarks about Com- 
munists in Central Intelligence and 
other security agencies—remarks which 
startled and confounded us and count- 
less other Americans when the head- 
lines first blared forth. 

We think the general is right in 
“assuming” that Communists may have 
infiltrated the agency: he heads. Agen- 
cies of government as well as private 
organizations must make such assump- 
tions and must forever be on their guard 
against subversives boring from within 
and without.

Senate Payroll 
Secrecy Deplored 


WASHINGTON—One of the questions that 
seems certain to be raised when the new 
Congress meets in January concerns the 
secrecy that surrounds senatorial payrolls. 
The issue has been brought to a head by dis- 
closures in connection with the $18,000 pri- 
vate expense account used by Sen. Richard 
Nixon of California, the Republican vice 
presidential candidate. 


For years the official payrolls of indi- 
vidual senators have been guarded as some- 
thing of a closed secret. One of the tightest 

cau censorships in Washington 

is clamped on the records: 

of the Senate Disbtrsing 

Office, which passes out 

the pay of senatorial em- 

ployees. Only once a year; 

at the beginning of each 

session, is a report made 

to the Senate on disburse- 

ments for this purpose. 

Reporters checking into 

Senator Nixon’s official 

expense accounts ran into 

a brick wall in trying to dig out the facts. 

The only thing they were able to find was 

that the California Senator listed 14 em- 

ployees with a quarterly payroll of ap- 

proximately $16,000, which would be at the 

rate of some $64,000 a year for carrying on 

this phase of his office expense. Moreover, 

the report covered only the first six months 

of the senator’s terr&, with nothing to indi- 

cate who has been on his payroll for the 

past 15 months or how much they have 
received. 


The fallacy of that sort of situation is 
apparent on the surface. It could be a mat- 
ter of live interest how a senator is handling 
his office payroll in a campaign year. But 
if the facts are withheld from the public 
until next January, after the election is over, 
the matter could not kick up much of a 
stir then. 

The situation in the lower house is a bit 
different. There anyone can go to the clerk’s 
office and see who is on a congressman's 
payroll and how much he is getting, though 
it is not always possible to establish the 
relationship between a member and mem- 
bers of his official staff. 

About the only way to ferret out all cases 
of nepotism is for reporters to make an 
office check of all congressional and sena- 
torial employees. Nepotism, of course, is the 
most charitable way of describing the prac- 
tice of some members of both houses in put- 
ting members of their families on the office 
payroll. Some of those so employed actu-, 
ally put in a full measure of work. But 
many of them have been shown to be mere 
figureheads to help out the family budget— 
collecting pay without doing anything to 
show for it. 

Just where the line should be drawn on 
nepotism is hard to say. Sen: John Spark- 
man of Alabama, the Democratic vice- 
presidential candidate, has been attacked for 


having his wife on his payroll, although she. 


has been shown to be a regular worker, 
putting in her 40 hours a week at the office 
along with other members of his staff,

If rasslers applied their weight as Hardeman applied his 170 
pounds, there’d be a murder in City Auditorium each and every 
*Friday night. He often ran with his posterior higher than his nose, 
but there apparently was no agreed method by which the mpndiats 
could upset his balance. 


Hardeman was early with his masterpiece. It covered only nine 
yards, but Hardeman put 90-yard effort into it, three times bounced 
groups of Mustangs right and left, refused to be tackled and finally 
fell into the end zone with the first touchdown. There is no back in 
the United States, Mexico, Canada or Dogpatch, Ky., who could im- 
prove on it. 


But Hardeman has been in this business. He’s an old pro at 
it.

BEST METHODS 


Isoniazid will be useful, Dr. 
Aven said, but from three to five 
years may be required before its 
real worth can be evaluated. 

Meanwhile, the best methods of 
fighting tuberculosis, he said, are 
still good rest, good food, surgery 
in some cases, and, of course, pre- 
vention of the disease. 

At the Rio meetings and on his 
tour, Dr. Aven found that the na- 
tions of the south and several 
European countries are far ahead 
of the United States in the experi- 
mental use of an anti-tuberculosis 
vaccine known as BCG. In Uru- 
guay, he said, infants are vaccinat- 
ed with BCG and then tattooed on 
one of their big toes so as to pro- 
vide a permanent record of the 
vaccination. | 

BCG is used to a limited de-| 
gree in this country. It is not, 
given to persons known to have 
been infected with tuberculosis 
germs.

Pardon for Pop 

Probably the only case on record where a governor pardoned 
his own father happened in Georgia. Few men are called upon to 
make the decision that faced Josiah Tattnall at the beginning of the 
American Revolution. His king had been good to him and he had 
been a loyal subject. Under British rule in Georgia he had become 
a wealthy and prominent man. His magnificent home, Bonaventure, 
near Savannah, stood on one of the world’s most beautiful sites. 
Tattnall had taken a leading part in every movement to develop 
the colony of Georgia and had given unstintingiy of his time and 
money to its human and material betterment. When the war started, 
he was offered command of the American troops being enlisted for 
the defense of Savannah. Unable to bring himself either to be dis- 
loyal to his king or to wage war on his beloved neighbors in Georgia, 
he declined the offer and asked permission to leave the country. 
He was then declared an enemy of the state and his personal 
possessions and estates were seized by the new government. His 
son, Josiah Jr., was taken to England and placed in Eton College. 
The fires of American patriotism burned fiercely in the heart of 
young Tattnall and he determined to make his way back to his 
native land. After great hardship he finally reached the Georgia 
coast and joined the army of Gen. Nathaniel Greene. He later 
became a brigadier general, U. S. senator and governor of Georgia. 
In appreciation of his service to America, the legislature passed 
| @ special act which absolved his father of guilt and restored Bona- 
venture to the family. With deep emotion and gratitude, Gov. 
Tattnall signed the bill pardoning his father. The governor died at 
the age of 41, less than two years after he had achieved his greatest 
ambition.
